U.S. To Launch Mariner 2 
To Probe Venus Secrets 


Warships Shell Cuban 
Capital, Castro Claims 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
— Am erican 
scientists 
plan 
to 
launch a M ariner 2 spacecraft to­ 
ward Venus early Sunday to probe 
secrets of the far-away planet. 


Sometime in a three-hour period 
after midnight, a powerful Atlas- 
Agena B rocket is scheduled to 
roar skyw ard to start the 447- 
pound gold-and-silver plated pay­ 
load on an intended 182 million- 
mile trip. 


The Venus shot is the first of 
four m ajor satellite launchings in 
the next five weeks and five more 
before the end of the year planned 
by the National Aeronuatics and 
Space Adm inistration. 


The other m ajor launchings be­ 
fore Oct. 1, disclosed in a confi­ 
dential flight schedule listed in an 
NASA booklet called “ Pocket Sta­ 
tistics,” ine’-.ide the proposed six- 
orbit M ercury satellite flight 
of 
astronaut 
W alter 
M. 
Schirra, 
planned for late September; a 150- 
pound Relay comm unications sat­ 
ellite, and another T elstar satel­ 
lite. 


Am erican Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. is financing the Telstar 
project. Relay, like Telstar, is de­ 
signed to orbit between 500 and 
3,000 miles, transm itting comm u­ 
nications on a global basis. It is 
a NASA satellite built by Radio 
Corp. of Am erica. 
The later launchings listed by 


the booklet include a Ranger craft 
to take pictures of the moon and 
to land an instrum ent package'on 
the moon; another Tiros w eather 
satellite, another Relay launching 
and two more Telstars. 
The schedule also calls for an­ 
other high-altitude inflation test of 
a 135-foot diam eter Echo-type bal­ 
loon, 
and 
a 
third 
sub-orbital 
launching of a lVi million-pound- 
thrust Saturn G-l rocket before 
the end of the year. 
NASA officials declined to com­ 


ment Friday on the listings in the 
booklet. The publication said that 
" It is NASA’s policy to do first 
and talk later.” 
If M ariner 2 successfully com­ 
pletes a series of tricky midcourse 
m aneuvers, it will streak within 
10,000 miles of Venus on Dec. 14 
and electronic 
instrum ents 
will 
seek to unlock m ysteries which 
are masked by a perpetual m antle 
of heavy clouds around the planet, 
and radio its findings back to 
earth.

Am erican Arm y men—-smiling but 
gaunt after 18 months of brutality 
as prisoners of Communist forces 
in Laos—are back among loving 
hands.

Lawrence R. Bailey, 39, of 
Laurel, Md.—were carried in lit­

their families on the spot.

Bailey, 34, leaned over her hus­ 
band. 
“ You look just fine,” she said.

Kills 3 Patients 
In Rest Home 


Vehicle Abandoned 
By Driver After 


It Caught Fire 


ELECTRA, Tex. (A P )-A runa­ 
way heating-gas truck, abandoned 
by its driver after bursting into 
flames, crashed into a rest home 
Friday, setting off an inferno that 
killed three elderly patients. 


“ It was just like a lighted torch 
spewing a stream of fire in the 
front door,” the rest home opera­ 
tor said of the butane truck that 
slam m ed into the entrance. 


35 Persons Rescued 


About 35 bedridden or m ental 
patients in the Hillcrest Haven 
rest home were rescued. One suf­ 
fered slight injuries. 


The three that died perished in 
flam es that swept the modern, 
one-story structure and caused an 
estim ated $100,000 dam age. 
E lectra is a city of about 5,000, 
located 
28 
miles 
northwest 
of 
Wichita Falls in north Texas. 
W alter Blevins, co-owner and 
operator of the rest home, said he 
saw the truck coming down the 
road. 


Evacuated In 15 Minutes 


“ Everything happened so fast 
that the next thing I knew the 
truck was in the front of the 
building. Everyone that was evac­ 
uated was evacuated in less than 
15 minutes . . . before the flam es 
and heat becam e unbearable,” he 
said. 
Witnesses said the driver of the 
truck, Dan Craighead, 22, of Elec­ 
tra, leaped from the vehicle as it 
neared 
the 
rest 
home. 
It 
had 
caught fire 2 miles away, Sheriff 
Ham Vance said. There was no 
explanation why it could not be 
stopped. 
Mrs. Ja y R. Thomas, who lived 
icross the street from the home, 
said Craighead cam e to her door 
crying, “ Oh, my God, my God, 
help m e.” 
Mrs. Thomas said she ran to the 
telephone and called the Electra 
em ergency num ber. 
“ When I got back to the door, 
he was out in the front lawn roll­ 
ing over and over in the grass. 
About that tim e, a m otorist cam e 
by and took him to the hospital,” 
she said. Authorities said his in­ 
juries w ere not believed serious.

Someone Minding the Store 


It is an u nwritten ru le in news reporting 
in this cou ntry that ev ery difference of opin­ 
ion between pu blic figu res shou ld be re­ 
ferred to as a q u arrel The right psy chology , 
as far as reporters are concerned, calls for 
an atmosphere of conflict in pu blic affairs. 
It is assu med v oters and citizens in gen­ 
eral will pay attention only to q u arrels and 
altercations. Debates are all right in their 
places, bu t a debate lack s merit u nless it 
generates enou gh friction to shoot off spark s. 
Withou t intending to do inju ry to the two- 
party sy stem, this u niv ersal treatm ent of 
political discu ssion as personal controv ersy 
has done great michief. Political discu s­ 
sion in Britain is handled mu ch better. 


IT IS ASSUMED in British politics that 
spok esmen for the party in power and the 
party ou t of power will be sharp with one 
another. It is standard practice for them to 
do this in Parlaiment as well as on speak ing 


Tightened Drug Laws 
The dru g horse hav ing been almost stolen, 
Congress now will lock the barn door, which 
is the cu stomary procedu re in lawmak ing. 
Bu t before the pu blic reaches the cu stom­ 
ary conclu sion that 
it 
is being protected 
against all dru gs becau se lawmak ers hav e 
passed another law, there is a salient fact 
to consider. 
All the tightening of dru g laws that Con­ 
gress can bring abou t and all the secu rity 
that hard-nosed administration of these laws 
can bring abou t will not be as important 
to consu mers of dru gs as the protection they 
giv e themselv es. 
In many of the cases of infant deformity 
cau sed by the dru g thalidomide, the dru g 
was being u sed in a situ ation that was poten­ 
tially dangerou s withou t ask ing a phy sician’s 
adv ice. 
In the most pu blicized case of the u se of 
thalidomide in the United States, an ex pec­ 
tant mother had been tak ing thalidomide 
becau se it was on hand, hav ing been bou ght 
abroad by her hu sband. In Germany , the 
dru g cou ld be bou ght withou t a prescription. 
Many Americans hav e become pill-happy ; 
we gobble pills as if they wer going ou t of 
sty le. We hoard them from prev iou s illnesses 
smd tak e them the nex t time we’re u nder 
the weather. We gu lp them on general 
principles. It’s a wonder we don’t do more 
damage to ou rselv es than we do. 
“Dru g laws self-tightened” wou ld be a 
sm art slogan for all of u s. 


No Official Prayer 


It seems lik ely the intent of the lawy er 
for the New York State Edu cation Depart­ 
ment who say s no pray ers whatev er shou ld 
be permitted in state schools is to clear 
u p the U.S. Su preme Cou rt’s ru ling that of­ 
ficial pray ers are u nconstitu tional. 
This has been widely interpreted to mean 
that all pray ing is u nconstitu tional, which 
wasn’t what the Su preme Cou rt ru ling said. 
The lawy er’s contention is that pray er of­ 
fered by any one in an official capacity in a 
pu blic school sy stem is therefore an official 
pray er and it is u nconstitu tional for an of­ 
ficial to pray in an official capacity . The 
lawy er defines official capacity to inclu de 
a teacher, a su perintendent, or a board of 
edu cation. 
If this leads to discu ssion and clarifica­ 
tion—and it shou ld — the Su preme Cou rt’s 
ru ling will be protected against mischiev ou s 
misrepresentation. The ru ling was not against 
pray ing. It was against an official pray er 
prepared by the New York Board of Re­ 
gents for u se in New York pu blic schools. 
It was intended to maintain the separation 
of chu rch and state which is the bu lwark 
of religiou s freedom in the United States. 
Each citizen’s religion here 
is 
his 
own 
affair. No pu blic official can trespass with­ 
ou t v iolating the Constitu tion of the United 
States, not ev en a board of edu cation. 


platforms. A rou tine debate in the Hou se of 
Commons when the members are in good 
form wou ld sou nd lik e the opening rou nd of 
a riot in ou r Congress, where many holds 
are barred. 
The British citizenry tak es this for what 
it’s worth. Most of it is enjoy ed. Mu ch of it 
is fashioned for enjoy ment; wit and sarcasm 
are standard fare in British politics. 
It wou ld be well if they became standard 
fare in U.S. politics, to help dispel the idea 
that political leaders are being personally 


v indictiv e when they attack each other. 


This is part of their job. Ability to do it 


withou t losing poise is one of the mark s of 
political ability . 


IT IS BEING pointed ou t cu rrently that 
Dwight D. Eisenhower has been lacing in­ 
to President Kennedy and v ice v ersa. Tru e 
to form, this is being reported as ev idence of 
a falling-ou t between the two men. 
Cou ldn’t it ju st as well be that the former 
president is minding the store in this part of 
the cou ntry while the Repu blican party ’s 
nominal leader is fighting for his political 
life in California? In the absence of the 1960 
presidential candidate, who has a better 
right to speak than the 1952-1956 candidate? 
If Mr. Eisenhower didn’t speak ou t, who 
wou ld speak on this side of the Mississippi 
for the Repu blican party ? 
By the same tok en if President Kennedy 
d dn’t blame the Eisenhower administration 
tor ev ery thing he can’t fix , whose adminis­ 
tration wou ld he blame? Harry Tru man’s? 
This is 1962, after all—the y ear for a con­ 
gressional election. 
The two-party sy stem req u ires u nderstand­ 
ing. The sy stem mak es it possible to hav e 
two points of v iew withou t a rev olu tion or a 
pu rge Ev ery discu ssion, ev ery critical re­ 
mark , does not constitu te a feu d.

Reports k eep coming fast abou t a mu nici­ 
pal ju dge in Santa Monica, Calif., who is 
ex perimenting with shock psy chology in traf­ 
fic cou rt. His name is W. Blair Gibbens.

This mov ie was shown widely in Ohio to 
grou ps, u ntil it was realized that the shock 
of seeing its horrors was more than sensi­ 
tiv e v iewers cou ld stand. Women fainted. 
Strong men gu lped. 
Ju dge Gibbens leav es the decision to the 
v iolators. For $5 they can scare themselv es 
so badly they will become defensiv e driv ­ 
ers and hav e a chance to liv e to a ripe 
old age.

Efficiency Minus

All the time this fellow was telling me 
abou t people not giv ing a whoop any more, 
I was nodding and say ing, “Yeh, y eh, that’s 
tor su re, that’s for darned su re.” 
Afterward I wondered. Is it tru e as many 
complainants say it is that things are done 
inefficiently becau se people don’t giv e a 
whoop any more? Are we going downhill? 
Are people worse than they u sed to be? 
On reconsideration I’m not so su re as I 
thou ght I was. There is good reason for the 
complaint that many people behav e as if 
they didn’t giv e a whoop. They seem to be 
interested in how little they can do for the 
money instead of how' well they can do. 
It seems to be tru e also that some of this 
is du e to the lev eling effect of standardized 
pay scales that giv e poorest produ cers the 
same 
reward 
as 
good 
produ cers. 
This 
amou nts to a premiu m on mediocrity and 
is as hard to ju stify in an indu strial sy stem 
as it is in an edu cational sy stem. 
Bu t I do not believ e there has been any 
change in people. Those genu inely concerned 
abou t doing the best they can do — the non­ 
shirk ers — are a minority . They alway s 
were. 
The difference today is that shirk ers and 
ne’er-do-wells u sed to be giv en jobs they 
cou ld do in their ineffectiv e way . Their 
chances of doing harm were minimized. 
They were k ept ou t of harm ’s way . 
Today the piddling jobs they u sed to fill 
in their fu mbling fashion are gone. Indu strial­ 
ism has made things more complex . There 
a re no sa fe places to goof off today . All 
jo bs a re impo rta nt. 


Ju st abou t ev ery thing a fu mblebu m does 
has direct conseq u ences — potentially dire 
conseq u ences to boot. The bu ms can’t be 
dissociated from the effect of their disin­ 
clination to do the best they can — or to 
state it blu ntly cannot be fired as whimsi­ 
cally as they u sed to be fired. 


This creates the impression that people 
don’t giv e a whoop any more. 


And the same ones who u sed to giv e a 
whoop are still giv ing it. 
The ones who nev er did giv e a whoop 
hav en’t changed any . 
This is the way it appears to me; I cou ld 
be wrong. 


Bu t I can remember how it was when the 
conseq u ences of lou sing u p a responsibility 
were so direct and dire that no one thou ght 
of giv ing any responsibility to featherbrains. 
It wasn’t that people were better then, 
cou ld do the best he cou ld and was capable 
of doing well, bu t the search was ev erlast­ 
ing. In a hit-and-miss way the q u ality rose 
to the top, lik e cream, and the sediment 
fou nd its way to the bottom. 


It wasn’t that people were beter then, 
only that the sy stem was better and it mu st 
hav e been good becau se it carried the Unit­ 
ed States to front of the procession in the 
indu strial era. No one cou ld lay a finger on 
u s then. We were Efficiency Plu s. Today 
in many respects we’re Efficiency Minu s — 
bu t probably becau se we hav e more need 
than before of high-grade performers, not 
becau se we are proportionately shorter of 
q u ality .

Stiff-Armed by Russia 


WASHINGTON (A P )-B it by bit 
ov er the y ears—by talk ing, re­ 
treating, pu shing on Berlin—Ru s­ 
sia made the West back u p and 
ev en laid the grou nd for a show­ 
down crisis. 
Its latest mov e is one more step 
on that long road. This was in 
replacing this week the Sov iet 
commandant in Berlin with an 
East German military chief. 
Tt isn’t pleasant for the West to

and - or tip. 
“I’ll tak e the su mmer crowd 
any time,” say s one hotel bell cap­ 
tain. “The su mmer folk s aren’t 
. . .wel, y ou k now, what we call 
‘swingers’ ” . 
Eh? 
“A swinger, a good-time Char­ 
lie who drops into the hotel night 
clu b, wants 
special 
treatment, 
leav es in 20 minu tes for the nex t 
hotel and tosses a two-bit tip.” 
Su mmer tou rists, howev er, are 
middle - income ty pes, not big 
spenders bu t not tightwads, eith­ 
er. They come to Miami intend­ 
ing to spend a certain amou nt of 
money , stay a certain length of 
time, and stick to their inten­ 
tions. 
“They ’re ou r k ind of people.’ 
say s a maitre d’. “We feel at 
home with them. They ’re nice 
people, polite to the help.

y ou ’re loaded. 
A $2 cab ride from airport to 
beach hotel, calls for 30 cents to 
the driv er. 
Meals 
produ ce the 
same rate of tips. 
For serv ices which don’t carry 
a bill, there are some general 
tipping su ms cu rrent here. 
Slip half a bu ck to the bellhop 
for carry ing one bag. Two bags, 
7 5 cents. Three or more bags, 
$1. Giv e the day maid $3 at the 
end of y ou r stay . Giv e the night 
maid $2 at check -ou t time. 
Bartenders; They welcome any 
size tip. At a beach hotel which 
rack s y ou 88 cents for a drink , 
leav e the 12 cents change and 
the barm an will smile. 
A q u arter to the doorman for 
calling the

is 
ju st 
right. 
Another two bits to the boy who 
driv es y ou r car u p from the ga­ 
rage 
if 
y ou 
bring 
y ou r 
own 
wheels. 
Washroom 
and checroom 
at­ 
tendants get whatev er y ou ’re in­ 
clined to giv e. 
As for the niceties of behav ior: 
Don’t be fooled into think ing a 
Florida v acation means y ou can 
relax and wear y ou r bathing su it 
or short-short shorts in the lobby 
or hotel restau rant. A dress, a 
coat, a tie, please. 
When y ou stroll into the hotel 
night 
clu b, 
remember 
a 
few 
dont’s: Don’t let y ou t wife order. 
Don’t ask the waiter, 
"W hat’s 
good” 
Don’t call the maitre d’ “wait­ 
er.” Don’t 
do 
as 
some 
well- 
heeled winter v isitors do, drink 
too mu ch, talk lou dly du ring the 
show, pinch the choru s girls 
The maitre d' is the one in 
white tie and tails or a tu x edo. 
Don’t tip him, u nless y ou want 
a special table or fav or. The 
headwaiter or captain probably 
wears a dinner jack et, brings the 
menu , tak s the order. He needs 
no remu neration u nless he does 
something ex tra special. The wait­ 
er carries a napk in, serv es food 
and drink , is tipped 15 per cent 
of the bill.

Khru shchev wasn’t think ing in 
terms of a Germany u nited u nder 
capitalism and allied with the 
West. The reality was that u ni­ 
fication cou ldn’t happen in the 
foreseeable fu tu re. 
Khru shchev battered the West 
into acceptance of this reality . 
He told Adenau er to reconcile 
himself to the ex istence of two 
Germanies as an “ indispu table 
fact.” He said Ru ssia wou ld not 
permit u nification that eliminated 
“socialism” 
(meaning 
commu ­ 
nism) in East Germany . 
2. 
Khru shchev , 
meanwhle, 
forced the West to think of a 
problem more real and immedi­ 
ate—Berlin. 
Under 
post-war 
agreements 
Berlin—110 miles inside Commu ­ 
nist East Germany —was div ided 
into fou r zones, one each to be 
occu pied by the United States, 
Britain, France and Ru ssia. 
The Sov iets, who did and do 
control East Germany , gu aran­ 
teed the West the right of access 
to the city —people and su pplies— 
throu gh and ov er East Germany . 
By this arrangement the West 
wou ld deal with the Ru ssians on 
trav el to and from Berlin, not 
with the East Germans. The West 
refu ses 
to 
recognize 
the 
East 
German Commu nists as the legiti­ 
mate gov ernment. 
It wou ld, for the West Germans, 
hav e been 
a 
highly u npopu lar 
thing for the West to do. 
Stalin tried to break the agree­ 
ment he made by block ading Ber­ 
lin in 1948. In one mov e he cou ld 
hav e gobbled u p the city , if the 
West let him. It didn’t. It brok e 
the block ade. 
For some y ears 
there was comparativ e q u iet. 
Then Khru shchev in a less su d­ 
den and dangerou s way tried to 
repeat what Stalin did. 
He said he wanted the Allies 
ou t of Berlin. He said he wanted 
it to be a “free” city in the heart 
of East Germany althou gh no one 
cou ld hav e any illu sions it wou ld 
remain free long. 
Then he threatened to sign a 
peace treaty with East Germany . 
If he did, it wou ld me&n the West 
wou ld hav e to deal with the East 
German Reds whom they still re­ 
fu sed to recognize. 
If the East Germans laid down 
new conditions for access to Ber­ 
lin, or tried to shu t the West ou t 
altogether, and if the West tried 
to batter its way throu gh, it wou ld 
mean war with East Germany 
and Ru ssia, too. 
Ov er the y ears Khru shchev did 
some incredible threatening and 
back sliding. For instance, he set 
a six -months’ deadline for signing 
a peace treaty . He let that pass 
and said it didn’t matter. 
Last y ear he intensified his de­ 
mands. The West, as alway s, said 
it wou ld not abandon the people 
of West Berlin, that it had agree­ 
ments with Ru ssia to stay there. 
Last Au g. 13 Khru shchev tested 
the West. He threw u p a wall 
between East and West Berlin. If 
the West had battered down the 
wall one of two things wou ld hav e 
happened: 
Khru shchev 
wou ld 
hav e back ed u p or there wou ld 
hav e been war. 
The West did nothing. In this 
tesf of wills, Khru shchev won. 
Now he’s forcing the West into 
another test by pu lling the Sov iet 
commandant ou t of East Berlin. 
His nex t mov e may be a peace 
tregiy with East Germany . 


The Sov iet gov ernment has fla­ 
grantly v iolated the Monroe Doc­ 
trine, 
which declares that no 
Eu ropean gov ernment may estab­ 
lish a foothold 
or acq u iire any 
territory in the 
Western Hemi­ 
sphere bey ond 
what 
had 
al­ 
ready been es­ 
tablished prior 
to 1823. T h i s 
has 
be e n 
a 
basic principle 
of A m e r i can Dav id lewrenes 
foreign policy u nder all admini­ 
strations since that time. Now, 
howev er, the Sov iet Union has 
landed 
military 
personnel 
and 
eq u ipment in large q u antities in 
Cu ba and will maintain a base 
u nder its control ju st 90 miles 
from this cou ntry . 
President Kennedy has made it 
clear in pu blic statements hereto­ 
fore that, while the United States 
may consu lt with the Organization 
of American States, this cou ntry 
is nev ertheless free at any time 
to tak e u nilateral action to deal 
with any v iolations of the Monroe 
Doctrine. 
THE FACTS abou t the latest 
operations in Cu ba hav e been 
v erified to the satisfction of the 
U.S. Department of State. Here 
is what actu ally has happened: 
1. Between 3,000 and 5,000 So­ 
v iet personnel arriv ed in Cu ba in 
fiv e Sov iet passenger v essels be­ 
tween Ju ly 27 and Ju ly 31. 
2. Elev en cargo ships of the So­ 
v iet Union 
arriv ed du ring the 
same period and u nloaded large 
crates at the ports of Hav ana, 
Matanzas, Bahia 
de Nipe. Bahia 
Honda and Mariel. This was ac­ 
complished du ring the night hou rs 
u nder strict secu rity conditions. 
3. Sov iet personnel did all the 
u nloading. 


4. Ey ewitnesses saw 
e m p t y 
tru ck s lifted into the holds of the 
v ariou s ships, where they were 
loaded and cov ered 
with 
tar­ 
pau lins. They were then hoisted 
back on to the dock s and driv en 
away by Sov iet personnel. 


5. Ey ewitnesses reported seeing 
tank s, commu nications tru ck s, and 
large 
tru ck - trailers 
carry ing 
crates abou t 40 feet long. All in­ 
dications are that military hard­ 
ware and commu nications eq u ip­ 
ment formed a large part of the 
cargo. Crews of American air­ 
planes, fly ing ov er the ships on 
their way to Cu ba, also observ ed 
the military natu re of the eq u ip­ 
ment. 


6. Only one of the fiv e Sov iet 
passenger ships arriv ed openly , 
and it was ceremoniou sly 
wel­ 
comed by Cu ban Commu nist of­ 
ficials. 
It 
carried 
abou t 
400 
genu ine agricu ltu ral ex perts,, and 
technicians, who were heralded 
as coming to assist in the agricu l­ 
tu ral dev elopment of Cu ba. The 
other fou r v essels, howev er, ar­ 
riv ed secretly at night and these 
carried Sov iet military personnel.

PRESIDENT KENNEDY k new 
all abou t this when he referred 
briefly at his Wednesday

cent week s.” He said that they 
came from the Commu nist-blot 
cou ntries. Ask ed what the signifi­ 
cance of it was. the President an 
swered: “ We are 
ex amining 
it 
now.” 
Actu ally , the Sov iet military of 
ficers will train the Cu ban army 
ju st as they hav e done in the case 
of the North Viet Nam army in 
Sou theast Asia. 
The 
Monroe Doctrine — first 
proclaimed du ring the administra 
tion of President Monroe becau se 
of efforts of Ru ssia 
and other 
cou ntries to colonize certain por 
tions of the Western Hemisphere- 
declared, 
in 
effect, 
that 
any 
attempt by a Eu ropean power to 
establish a foothold in any cou ntry 
in this hemisphere not already 
colonized wou ld be regarded as an 
act of aggression and as “dan­ 
gerou s to ou r peace and safety ’." 
The cou ntries of Latin America, 
by resolu tion, in recent y ears hav e 
concu rred in the Monroe Do< 
trine as a hemispheric policy , bu t 
the qu estion of how it shou ld be 
enforced has nev er been defined 
That’s w’hy Prsident Kennedy 
made it clear in a pu blic state 
ment last y ear that the United 
States feels free to proceed on 
its own if the Latin 
American 
states do not wish to join in any 
cooperativ e action against an ag 
gressor. 


THE LANDING of military su p 
plies and personnel is a natu ral 
sequ el to the setting u p of Com 
mu nist party personnel inside the 
civ ilian as well as the military 
departments of the Cu ban gov ern 
ment itself. 5 
From 
the standpoint of inter 
national law, the United State« 
has ev ery right to land troops, 
tak e possession of Hav ana, and oc 
cu py the cou ntry , u nl e s s the 
Cu ban gov ernment answers satis­ 
factorily the req u est of the U S 
gov ernment that all Sov iet mili­ 
tary su pplies be sanctioned by the 
Hav ana au thorities. 
There may be some connection 
between the Berlin crisis and the 
Sov iet activ ities in Cu ba. Tt may ­ 
be that Sov iet premier Khru sh­ 
chev is testing the United States 
If he finds the Washington go\ 
emment “soft” and disinclined to 
tak e any cou nter-measu res, the 
same procedu re of infiltration by- 
Sov iet 
“adv isers” 
and 
“techni­ 
cians” may be followed in other 
cou ntries in Latin America as 
part of a 
planned tak eov er of 
those cou ntries. 


For this reason, it wou ld indeed 
be a su rprise if President Ken­ 
nedy doesn’t tak e adv antage of 
the opportu nity now afforded thi< 
cou ntry u nder international law 
and the Monroe Doctrine to safe 
gu ard the interests of the United 
States. 


Tough School 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. 
“They told me to find ou t what 
the colleges are look ing for and 
pu t it into Shades Valley ,” say s 
principal Dr. Frank A. Peak e. 
And that’s what he attempted 
—and is attempting—to do. 


When Shades Valley High School 
was bu ilt 12 y ears ago, Peak e 
v isited more than 100 colleges and 
u niv ersities before he ev en be­ 
gan organizing cu rricu lu m and 
hiring teachers. He still mak es 
periodic trips to these institu ­ 
tions to k eep u p with the times. 


“When I see what they are 
demanding,” he say s, “I can see 
we are too easy on ou r stu dents.” 


Shades Valley was bu ilt at a 
cost of abou t a million dollars. 
Sev eral additions hav e made it a 
$3 million institction. In the fash­ 
ionable 
commu nities of Home­ 
wood and Mou ntain Brook which 
it serv es, 90 per cent of high 
school gradu ates go to college- 
compared with 65 per cent na­ 
tionally . 
Peak e, 56, serv ed as principal at 
two other schools and is the only 
principal Shades Valley has ev er 
had. He still has his first two 
stu dent adv isers and half the or­ 
iginal teaching staff. 
And Peak e claims he still main­ 
tains the k ind of a school the 
parents demand—e v e n thou gh 
some accu se him of mak ing the 
cu rricu lu m too difficu lt. He say s: 
“Shades Valley is bu ilt u pon 
the concern of the parents, which 
has fostered an ex change of ideas 
between the school and the institu ­ 
tions of higher learning. 
“At other schools where I was 
principal, we saw perhaps one 
parent a week . At Shades Valley , 
there is a constant parade of par­ 
ents—both mothers and fathers. 
We stress that ou r teachers 
shou ld not only teach their su b­ 
jects, bu t they shou ld each how 
to stu dy . Each cou rse is differ­ 
ent—and so are the stu dy me­ 
thods.” The school, with 
1 ,8 00 


stu dents, has a teacher ratio o 
one to abou t ev ery 25 stu dents 


Yet a tou r of the bu ilding i 
lik ely to leav e the impression tha 
Shades Valley is concerned wit 
ev ery thing bu t scholastic abilitj 


Its fou r gy mnasiu ms are we 
equ ipped. 
A gleaming home 
economic 
depatment has six complete k i 
chens and a fu rnished fou r-roor 
apartment where stu dents prai 
tice home decorating. 
An electronic classroom is u *e 
to teach langu ages. 
Are these “frills” of edu cation 
Peak e say s they are not. 
“They help u s do a better joi 
We mu st consider the 10 per cei 
of ou r stu dents who will not 
\. 
to college. We mu st giv e thei 
something u sefu l that they ca 
tak e with them when they lea\ 
high school.” 
And the electronic classroom 
“It is part of the federal pr 
gram for langu age, science, mai 
and gu idance. It costs u s nothin; 
Jf we find that it does not c 
what we think it will, we will tai 
it ou t. 
“We 
sometimes 
mak e

If your hot water system does 
not keep water hot right up to 
the machine, let the water run 
from the faucet for a minute or 
until it is steaming hot before

MANY TYPES of water will 
discolor aluminum-ware. Do not 
sprinkle your detergent directly 
on aluminum utensils or dishes. 
Put your detergent in your cup 
or sprinkle it on the bottom of 
the dishwasher before loading it 
with dishes. 
Test whether you have a diffi­ 
cult water condition by washing 
a piece of aluminum to see if 
it becomes discolored. 
Excessive water hardness may 
create a tendency toward film 
on glasses. Excessive total min­ 
eral content may cause water 
spotting. 


Two things must be done to 
correct the filming and spotting 
on your dishes. 


Naturally, the film and spots 
must be removed first and then 
your improper operating condi 
tions corrected. 


To remove the film and spots, 
wash and 
rinse the 
dishes in 
your dishwasher with detergent 
in the usual manner, but do not 
dry. 


Remove all silverware, cutlery 
pots and pans and hand polish 
While the dishes and glasses 
are still wet, set 3/< cup of house­ 
hold 
bleach on the 
lower dish 
rack 
in a cup or bowl. Close 
door carefully to avoid upsetting 
strong bleach. Now, run the dish- 


cle without any detergent, 
the bleach and don’t dry. 
just
